SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Benton: 

I  herewith  submit  my  fifteenth  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  total  enrollment  of  the  Benton  Street  School  in 
1956-1957  was  12,  the  average  membership  11.75  and 
the  percent  of  attendance  97.9.  There  were  11  pupils 
enrolled  in  other  districts ;  one  pupil  attended  Plymouth 
High  School,  one  at  Haverhill  Academy,  4  at  Woods- 
ville  High  and  5  pupils  attended  Warren  elementary 
school. 

At  the  Benton  Street  School  this  year  the  total  enroll- 
ment is  14  which  includes  one  tuition  pupil  from  Haver- 
hill. There  are  5  elementary  pupils  attending  at  Warren 
and  2  attending  at  Haverhill.  There  is  one  pupil  attend- 
ing Plymouth  High  School,  one  attending  Haverhill  and 
there  are  5  attending  Woodsville  High  School. 

Next  year  we  expect  to  pay  tuition  for  10  high  school 
and  6  elementary  pupils.  This  tuition,  with  increased 
rates,  will  account  for  approximately  half  our  budget. 

Mrs.  Romina  Boemig  teaches  at  Benton  Street  School 
for  her  third  successive  year.  The  children  enjoy  work- 
ing with  Mrs.  Boemig  and  classes  are  going  well.  We 
are  fortunate  to  avoid  the  rapid  turn-over  of  teachers 
which  takes  place  in  many  communities. 

The  school  program  was  upset  late  in  the  fall  with 
Asian  flu.  Most  of  the  children  were  sick  and  school  was 
closed  for  a  week.  Several  days  have  been  made  up.  The 
remainder  will  be  made  up  before  school  closes  in  June. 

Mrs.  Boutin  asked  me  if  I  would  make  a  note  in  this 
report  on  the  new  R.E.A.  advance  minimum  charge  for 
light  bills.  As  of  June  1,  1957,  an  advance  payment  is 
made.  When  each  monthly  bill  is  presented  a  credit 
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balance  is  listed  until  this  advance  payment  is  used  up. 
At  first  glance  this  bill  appears  overpaid.  However,  this 
is  not  so.  It  is  a  new  method  of  billing. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  School  Board  for  their  help  and 
cooperation.
